I have for sale a great looking and operational K1 (SN-696) complete with 
the ATU 

Antenna 

tuner (KAT1), Noise Blanker (KNB1) and the Tilt Stand (KTS1). It operates on 
40/20 meters. I have had some great QSOs on this little rig. Everything 
worked the first time with no troubles. I have 60 years of building 
experience.

The antenna tuner loads just about anything. I find the noise blanker does a 
far better job than my other rigs.

You will 
love it and learn a lot if you are new to building. But if you don't have 
time, or care to build, here is your chance to have a top of the line QRP 
station ready to go when you get it. Just plug in a power source, antenna 
and key and away you go. Oh, it would be a good idea to read the 
instructions first so you can program the keyer to call CQ automatically, 
use the noise blanker, etc. 


I will sell this equipment for what I have in it plus shipping. But I got it 
as a 

bunch of parts and now it is a completed, ready to go station. My price is 
435 dollars, including Priority mail, insured shipping. That should get it 
to you in two or three days with less chance of damage.

For those who find the price of a new Ohmite rheostat a bit off-putting, try 
www.allelectronics.com. Their catalog no. RHE-25 describes a 2 Ohm, 50 Watt 
rheostat, with a 1/4" shaft that you can hang a knob on, priced at $5.50. 
The overall diameter is 2.28" and the overall depth is 1.25". This suggests 
a good-sized ceramic form that might itself be used as the toroidal coil 
form. In fact, it might be interesting to measure its inductance BEFORE 
stripping off the resistance wire. The lowered coil Q caused by a small 
amount of resistance in the inductor isn't so terrible, but one should be 
cautioned that 2 Ohms is its dc resistance. If the wire it's wound with is 
nichrome, the rf resistance will be greater.

I don't usually bother with trolls like this, but I'm feeling 
exceptionally "generous" tonight. :-) Then too, there was an 
individual on a local talk radio show complaining about how 


the FCC killed CB when they "reduced the power from 5W", 
and how the people "talking skip" had to be running 40-50,000W, 
etc. 


I just have to chuckle at such diatribes, as those of 
us who know, know very well the effectiveness of 5W, 1W, or 
even 0.1W, even with less than optimal antennas, etc. 


Gee, in last Nov's CW Sweepstakes, I worked WP2Z in 
the US Virgin Islands, running all of 300 mW to a 67' piece of 
#26 wire that at its xhighest*x point was 10'. Made 32 QSOs 
in 6 hours of operating time during SS, running search and 
pounce at the 300 mW level, and pretty casually at that. If I 
can do that with 300 mW and a pretty poor antenna, anyone 
running 5W on Field Day to anything other than a dummy load 
ought to be able to do a fair bit better. :-) 


If a "real radio" is defined as a KW, or even 100-200W, 
I say you can go ahead and keep ‘em. No challenge, and thus 
no fun. Shoot, I sometimes feel xguilty*x when I run 5W! :-) Back 
before I got enlightened to the fun and challenge of QRP, frankly 
I was a bit bored with the ham radio hobby. It was all too cut and 
dried when it came to making a QSO. Turning the power down 
put an awful lot of fun back into the hobby for me. And, even 
though I can now rack up contacts with 1/10th the power needed 
to light a night light, the sense of accomplishment in doing so 
keeps the process fresh and interesting, not to mention the utter 
amazement on the other end of the contact when they find out just 
how little power I'm running. :-) 


To the original poster, who found running 5W on FD "a waste 
of time", well, it's all relative, isn't it? :-) I wonder what his definition 
of that phrase is. :-) If it's that he didn't cop top spot in his section 
or whatever, there are a xlotx of FD operations out there that aren't

1. Frequency Counters 

It seems that, not having any kind of pre-calibrated 
receiver, I'm going to need a frequency counter to 
align any radio I build. Any of them I see seem to be 
pretty expensive, so I was thinking about purchasing 
one off of eBay. Is this wise? Many of them come 
"untested," but does it really matter? Are they prone 
to going out of whack nd becoming unusable? Is there 
an easy way of testing/calibrating them or would I end 
up spending more money doing all that than I would 
just walking to Radio Shack and buying one?

First, your initial assumption isn't quite true. The K2, for example, 
can be built and aligned without a frequency counter. Initially, you 
just depend on the fact that the crystal-controlled reference oscillator 
is accurate enough to get you in the right neighborhood; once you have 
all bands working, you can use WWV on 10 or 15 MHz to improve the 
accuracy of the rig. 


Frequency counters are reliable devices, for the most part, unless they 
are abused by their owners. They can and do, however, go out of 
calibration. Counters have a reference oscillator that must be accurate 


to get accurate readings; you adjust them by use of WWV, or by using 
another calibrated counter. To be fair, though, even an uncalibrated 
counter is likely to be within 1 KHz of the correct reading at HF 
frequencies. (The error increases with frequency, so accurate 
calibration is more crucial for VHF and UHF work.) 


2. Soldering Irons vs. Stations 

I know I should look for a temperature-controlled tip, 
but Weller offers soldering irons and stations. I'm 
not sure why I would need the station, but it seems to 
be what many hams recommend. I just hesitate to spend 
all the money on a station when an iron would do. 


VV VV VV 


The crucial element is temperature control, and mostly you get that with 
soldering stations. 


Without temperature control, you face a difficult engineering tradeoff. 
You can have a high-wattage iron that heats quickly, but it's likely to 
get too hot and damage your components. Or you can have a low-wattage 
iron that won't damage components, but working with it is slow, because 
each soldering operation cools the tip and you have to wait for it to 
come back up to temperature before soldering another joint. 


With temperature control, you can have the best of both worlds; an iron 
that heats quickly, but that stays at a safe temperature. If you plan to 
do a lot of building, it's worth the expense ($100 or thereabouts).

WHOA!!! TIME OUT! 


At K2BRK we have run 5 watt-Battery power now for 6 of the 7 Field Day 
operations the Klub has been active in. 


The first year, 3A with 100 watts we made 600 QSO's. The rigs were 
constantly ripping the adjacent stations apart. Each QSO was fought for 
and earned. 


The remaining years, running 3A, 4A or 5A QRP we made 300 - 500 QSO's, no 
intermod/overload/crud and the QSO's were fun. Not the "I Worked 
Everyone I Heard" type of operation, but the fun was back into the 
operation. 


The CW stations have always outperformed the Phone stations in terms of 
Calls Made to Answers but even 75 and 40 Meter SSB have been highly 
successful. All of the assorted HF antennas over the years have been 
wires of various sorts, no Tribanders on a 100' tower or anything like 
that. 


What were you running? Have you had the opportunity to operate with a 
club that is running QRP and has some past experience to relate to? 


Try this: Run QRP from home for a month on all of your modes. Keep 
track of your success during this period and compare your results from a 
QRO month. I don't think that you will see much difference at all. I 
run phone traffic nets, random SSB and CW QSO's here on 160 - 10 Meters 
and low-power 2 M FM. It's all QRP and I have taken the WNY section 
Phone Sweepstake in WNY for 6 of the last 8 years, even getting the 
Atlantic Division plaque for top QRP Phone. 


I run dipoles and long wires at home, no beams. 


I get kidded about owning radios with no output transistors, but they 
work and work well. 


Give your QRP operation a chance, and remember that QRP radios ARE real 
radios...

Do not sweat the small stuff. This year, the club I belong to, Flying Pigs 
QRP Club International (www.fpqrp.com/f£d01), worked 4A Battery, 100% QRP. A 
large number of our QSO's were with less than 5 watts. We had dualing K2's 
on SSB QRP, and the rest were homebrew rigs on 10 thru 160m. 


We managed just short of 600 QSO's and just less than 6000 points. We did 
not win our class, of that I am certain. However, it was the most fun I've 
had since being licensed in 1988. 


Is QRP a religion? I have been asked that. No, it isn't, but it is a 
mindset I think. At FDIM this year, Peter Zenker DL2FI talked about the 
explosive growth in the interest of QRP operations in Germany. 


He attributed it to the challenge of homebrew and kit building but he also 
mentioned the "soul" of amateur radio that lives within your homemade 


project. I know that probably nothing I build will equal or surpass the 
instant gratification level of a DX70 or some other off the shelf big 
rig...but sometimes the things that aren't so instant, are far more 
gratifying. 


I get the same kick, and thrill out of working a 7 lander on 40m with my 
Norcal 40A at less than a watt as I do using the whole 5w bucket on 30m to 
QSO with Pat on Reunion Island in the Indian Ocean. 


I have never built anything that worked perfectly the first time I applied 
power. Hunting down bugs can be very frustrating but finding them and 
eliminating them with the help of your QRP brothers and sisters, makes for a 
very rewarding experience. 


I hope you still decide to work some QRP, no need to dedicate yourself to 
QRP. Just have fun with amateur radio and show others how to do the same.
